REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art rejection is withdrawn since Veits fails to teach or suggest using an 
alkali metal in the metallation step. In this regard, the instant claims do not embrace 
alkali metal ions, as stated by applicant, se reply at page 2. An updated search failed to 
uncover a reference that teaches or suggest the instant process. For example, DE 
10105046, as evidenced by counterpart U.S. Patent No. 6,399,805 teaches the 
following reaction:

See column 27. However, this reaction fails top provide a basis to add the 
required hydrogen source. 

Also the search uncovered WO 2005014606, as evidenced by counterpart U.S. 
20060229469 and CN 1486986. However, these references fail to antedate the instant 
priority document, which was published in English.
